But the men ace he presen ted to Italy , to 
Europe an d ultimately to the world was n ot 
recogn ized uml he first had been cod d led an d 
ad mired as an in tern ation al won d er boy who 
had brouglM ord er out of chaos an d mad e even 
the Italian train s run on time. It was easy for 
his ad mirers, even those in America, to believe 
that the public terror an d the person al evil he 
embod ied were a reason able price to pay for 
Fascism, which the Fascists j d was better 
that Commun ism. 
Fasci&ml There are child ren who n ever heard 
of that, either. It mean s absolute obed ien ce to 
h e d ictates of the state, which is the creature 
of the d iceor—he hold er of he absolute power 
that corrupts absolutely . Fascisum is the same 
thin g, in effect, as Commun ism. 
Un repen tan t Italian Fascists showed up for 
the burial ot Mussolin i’s bod y . It can n ot be 
maid with an y assuran ce that the world leamec 
an y thin g from the rise an d fall of the “saw 
d ust Caesar.”

great many people are tremend ­ 
ously helped by d rugs and air j 
cond itioning and these measures' 
have aid ed many thousand s to sur­ 
vive the ragweed hay fever sea­ 
son much more comfortably than 
in the past. 
Many people also get consid ­ 
erable relief by taking weak d oses 
of pollen extract every d ay or so 
I d uring the season. There are also 
d rugs of the steroid class which 
j are used with consid erable bene­ 
fit d uring the season. 
Thus it is possible for most vic- 
itims of ragweed fever tod ay to 
get a consid erable amount of re- 
llief one way or another.
